Yesterday the committee of nine, representing 
ihe minority of the late gubernatorial conventio:, 
was in sesion nearly allday, preparing its ad- 
<iress to the people, in which it will declare the 
princi, les on which it will conduct the campaign 

As has been previously stated the committee 
is yery carefully preparing the address. It was 
expected that it would be ready last night so as 
to appear in thisissue of TH ConsTITUTION, but 
it will not be finished bejore this afternoon. 

Itis known already, however, that the selec- 
tion of a candidate has been mae, 
Ex-Senator Thomas M. Norwood, of Savannah, 
has been selected by the minority to lead the cru 
sade against Governor Co!quitt All attempts to in- 
terview members of the committee yesterday 
failed and Mr. Norweod was as reticent as the 
rest. He is now preparing his letter of acceptance 
which will be 1:eady to-day with the address. His 
friends say this will express his policy and in- 
tentious more fully than any casual interview 
could Enough has been stated to make it cer- 
tain that the leaders of the minority will at once 
enter upon a Vigurous canvass, ‘hey claim to 
have receiyed great encouragement from all parts 
of the state, Among their most active irierds 
will be 

DR. H. V. M. MILLER, 

who will, we learn, leave to-day for Habersham, 
Rabun and other mountain counties to advocate 
the claims of Mr. Norwood. Some of the friends 
of (he committee claim that Mr. Hill will take the 
stump on the same line, but on this matter there 
appears to be little certainty. It is said that Dr. 
Milleris especially pleased at the candidacy of 
Mr. Norwoed, and wien he hesitated 
before accepting the honor, the doctor 
urged him to do so by all means, essuring him 
that he wes the very man forthe occasion and 
could carry the cam. sign to a successful conclu- 
tion.

GOLD DISCOVERIES. 


New Mexico Attracts the Attention 
of the Prospectors. 

Santa fz, N. M., August 12.—A densation 
was created here day before yesterday by 
the announcement of a rich mining strike 
in the Mexican village of Losplacitas, about 
thirty miles distant. The village is built of 
adobe huts and corrals, and the foundations 
of the houses are of rocks. Pro- 
spector Jesse E. Martin detectel ihe 
mineral in this rock. He pounded up and 
hammered some of it gettinga rich result 
in gold. He located the streets.of the town 
whence gold rock was taken and had assays 
made, with results of $4,600 of gold to the 
ton, the lowest grade of rock assayed being 
$43. Governor Lew Wallace has just re- 
turned from the place. He paced off the 
lead, making it 84 paces-inwidth. The 
length is not known, but 9,000 feet along 
the vein has been located. Subsequent 
assays in Santa Fe gave from $300 to $600 
perton. The whole of the village is built 
on the Jead, and rock worth $3 per pound 
has been thrown about as worthless. 


The Health of Havana. 


Wasuineton, August 13.—The national 
board of health has received advices from 
Havana stating that during the week end- 
ing Jaly 31, there were 54 deaths from yel- 
low fever, 13 from small-pox, 6 from typhoid 
fever. Total Geaths from al] causes, 208. 
During July there were 282 deaths from 
yellow fever, and 1,017 deaths from all 
causes. The rd was also advised that 
the Spanish brig Charito, which sailed from 
Havana August 2 for Baltimore, and the 
Spanish brig Nicholas, whch sailed for 
ew York August 8th, are belieyed to be 
infected.

fllinois and Ohio Looked On As Very Probable 
Democratic Acquisitions— Negro Importa- 
tion into Indiana—New Jersey 
Promises a Big Majority. 


New York, August 13.—The late session 
of the national democratic executive com- 
mittee was devoted mainly to receiving re- 
ports from members of the condition of the 
canvass in their states. Chairman Barnum 
gave a running account of his visit to Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois. He said thatin the 
lightof the enthusiasm he found in Ohio 
for Hancock he could not see how the state 
could be so confidently claimed by the re- 
publicans. The same was in @ measure 
true of [llinois, although not so much so as 
in Oto. Altogether, the prospect was 
bright enough to gladden the heart of any 
democrat. There was great cause for re- 
joiciug at the choice of the Cincinnati 
ticket. Mr. Gondey, of Illinois, said that 
the battle-ground in that state might prove 
as much a surprise to the republicans as 
Waterloo to Napoleon. Mr, Austin H. 
Brown, of Indiana, said he had come to at 
tend the meeting at great personal incon- 
venience, but he wanted it understood tbat 
there was no doubt as to the result in his 
state. Mr. Orestes Cleveland promised that 
New Jersey should roll up 15,000 majority 
for Hancock, and there was every probabil 
ity that the democrats would have the next 
United States senator. A letter was read 
from J. M. Hanlon, who had been sent 
through Pennsylvania on a political mis- 
sion, saying that he found wonderful 
strength for Hancock. Senator Jonas said 
Louisiana was sure for Hancock. 

A letter was read from William H. Eng- 
lish, the vice-presidential candidate, in 
which he says: ‘‘The evidence of negro im- 
portation into Indiana increases every day.”’ 
The committee thereupon decided to use 
the utmost efforts to prevent negro coloni- 
zation. Detectives will be employed to 
watch the leaders in this colonization 
scheme and to arrest all violators of the 


election law. Mr. Armstrong reported for 
Ohio that the democrats are united, The 
republicans were not enthusiastic, espe- 
cially in the western reserve. It was re- 
ported from New Hampshire thata Han- 
cock club has been formed in every town. 
Favorable reports were received from Ver- 
mont and Maine, and the committee, at the 
close of a very long session, adjourned un- 
til to-morrow. 
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CoL_umsBvus, O., August 13 —The presiden- 
tial party left for Washington at midnight 
last night. President Hayes remarked yes- 
terday that the reunion of ex-soldiers and 
sailors of Ohio was the largest he had beard 
of or attended.

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The Robbery of Arms in Cork Causes 
Some Uneasiness. 

Lonpon, Augus: 13 —It was no secret 

that there were arms en board the ship 

Juno, in the Cork harbor. All the marau- 

ders were armed with revolvers. Six men 


who have been arrested were brought be- 
fore a magistrate yesterday. They all be- 
long to Cork and were unable to give an 
account of their presence at the passage. 
They were remanded for trial. 

A correspondent of the Times. at Cork 
says: A most remarkable circumstance in 
connection with the affair is, that while the 
boats were leaving and were still in view 
from the vessel no alarm was given by the 
captain or revenue cfficers on board the 
ship. Atthetimeof the robbery the pa- 
trol were on the road outside the dock wall, 
only 25 yards from the skip, and the slight- 
est alarm would bave reached them. 

Cork, August 13.—All the raiders upon 
the Juno appeared to be armed. A pool of 
blood was found upon the deck, and in the 
hold were traces where some person must 
bave fallen on the iron rails. The captain 
of the Juno says he saw an injured man 
taken out of the boat and !anded. He ap- 
peared to be dead. The captain has re- 
ceived letters bearing the Cork post- 
mark apologizing for the trouble given 
to him and =<siating that the guns 
were not what were expected. The raiders 
thought they were breech loaders, and if 
such had been the case the writer assured 
the captain that they would have giver Lim 
a draft on their friends in New York for 
their full vaiue. The police removed the 
remainder of the arms from the Juno. Six 
men were arrested who evidently belonged 
to the shore party. They were found lurk- 
ing about the road to Cork. 

Eight of the rifles stolen from the ship 
Juno Cark harbor bave been foundin a gar- 
den of Rochester. It is understood tbat 
the police have a clue tothe man who fell 
into the hold of the Juno and was injured. 
The seizure of these arms has hada very 
disquieting effect here, as it seems to fore- 
shadow the renewal of the Fenian disturb- 
ances. 

One hundred police patrolled along the 
river all of Thursday night, but nofurthur 
clue to the identity of the Juno raiders has 
been obtained. 

Sixteen more rifles have been found near 
the railway, nota hundred yards from where 
the first lot was found. Itis stated that the 
ownerof the missing ferry-boat, which was 
employed in the raid, has been arrested. 
The constabulary have taken charge of the 
two boats found derelict.

Miss Minnie 
Stebbins, a pretty girl of 16 spent much of 
her time there. She wasthe daughter of 
the Rey. Dr, Horatio Stebbins, a distin- 
guished Ugitarian preacher, who, in 1864, 
| succeeded the celebrated Starr King in the 
pastorate of the leading Unitarian church 
of San Franeisco. The ticket seller of the 
rink was ayoun man about 20 years of 
age, handseme andof winning manners, 
Miss Stebbins began to linger at the win- 
dow of the ticket box,andit was not long 
before the acquaintanceship ripened into 
friendship, and the friendship into love. 
The ticket-seller, Schroeder, was 
invited by his sweetheart to callcn her at 
her father's house. The calls became so 
frequent that Dr. Stebbins had a serious 
talk with hig daughter. He told her that 
she was too young to think of marriage; that 
the ticket-seller of askating rink was hardly 
a desirable husband, and so on. Schroeder 
ceased coming to the house. The young 
lady seemed convinced and obedient; but 
the love making went on. 

The girl seized every opportunity to steal 
away from home and meet ber lover. 
Finally, despairing of breaking off in any 
other way an intimacy of which he disap- 
proved, and, believing in the maxim, ‘‘far 
from the eyes, far from the heart,’’ the 
clergyman resolved to send his daughter 
abroad. This resolution, however, only 
hastened the catastrophe. The girl lent 
herself to the preparations for the journey. 
On the day previous to that fixed for her 
departure, June 5, 1872, she managed to 
obtain leave to go across the bay in order to 
bid some intimate friends adieu. She 
met Schroeder, no longer a ticket-seller, but 
an employed in the London and San 
Francisco bank, and a minister at San 
Leandro made them man and wite. Mrs. 
Schroeder returned to her father’s house 
alone and tranquil. On June6, chaperoned 


by an aunt, she left San Francisco for New 
York, whence she was to sail for Europe. 
But the news of the marriage quickly 
reached her father’sears. He was very an- 
sry.. But finally be recalled his daughter, 
blessed her, and handed her over to her 
lawful husband. Later he gave them moneys, 
and called them his beloved children. Mr. 
and Mrs. Schroeder lived happily for eight 
years. Onechild was born to them, a lovely 
girl They dwelt in a pretty cottage at 
Oakland, a fashionable superb of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Mrs. Schroeder’s teeth vresently began to 
give her trouble, and Dr. Alfred Lefevre, 
the leading dentist of Oakland, was em- 
ployed to attend tothem. His rooms were 
daily crowded with patients, many of them 
lndies of the highest reepectability. Al- 
though originally from Canada, Dr. Lefevre 
had lived in the town seventeen years. He 
wasa married man, with four children 
Kivery one spoke of him inthe highest 
terms, both as a gentleman and a dentist 
Mrs. Schroeder called apon Dr. Lefevre sev- 
eral times. On July 26th, according to 
first reportsof the crime as pifblisned in 
the San Francisco newspapers, Mrs. Sehroe- 
der went with her child to meet her bus- 
band, who was returning home from San 
Francisco, and told him that on the previ- 
ous Saturday afternoon (July 24tb) while 
she was under the influence of an anws- 
thetic, Dr. Lefevre had assaulted her. 
Schroeder, taking his wife and little daugh- 
ter with him, went straight to the doctor’s 
office. 

The dentist was at the moment operating 

upon the teeth of a Miss Keeny, the young 
lady’s mother and Miss Mary Agnew, Le- 
fevre’s assistant, being present. ‘The room 
is a small one, between a iarge frout room 
and a smaller back room, all the rooms 
having doors opening into the hallway. 
The dentist was returning from the back 
room, when the door opened, and Schroe- 
der, followed by his wife and child, rusbed 
in. Schroeder was holding a bulldog self 
cocking pistol in his hand. He immediately 
fired twice upon the dentist. Not a word 
was spoken between the two men. The first 
ball struck Lefevre in the left side below the 
heart. It ranged downward, passed through 
the intestines, and lodged under the skin 
just above the hip bone. The second shot 
grazed the doctor’s ear as he staggered back- 
ward. The two shogs and the screams of 
the women brought several persons rushing 
up Stairs into the office, which is in one of 
the most public placesof Oakland. J. L. 
Broomley, who has an office next door, was 
among the first to arrive on thespot. He 
assisted Lefevre toa sofain the adjoining 
room. The bluvod rushed in torrents from 
the wound, and Lefevre knew that he had 
only a few minutes to live. With a faint 
voice, he dictated the following declara- 
tion: 
1, Alfred Lefevre, knowing that I am 
about to die, declare, in the presence of 
God and these witnesses, that I was killed 
by a pistol shot fired at me by E. S. Schroe- 
der, without any provocation. 

The shooting occurred at 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon. An hour later Lefevre was dead. 
Schroeder seems to have been cool and col- 
lected throughout. After he ‘saw the man 
fall he handed the pistol to one of the by 
standers, and gravely said: ‘Citizens, do 
your duty. Iam responsible for this act.’’ 
He was arrested soon after, and taken tothe 
city prison, his wife and child accom pany- 
ing him. On the way heis reported to have 
said: “I hope to God I have killed him. If 
[ haven't, I will. A wan cannot seduce 
my wife and live.’’ 

Oakland bas seldom known such<an ex- 
citemeut, The young people sympathized 
with Schroeder; the older citizens said: 
“This thing of shooting a man down in cold 
olood, for either real or fancied grievances, 
must stop.”” The precarious condition of 
Mrs. Lefevre, who had just undergone an 
operation for cancer, and whose chances of 
recovery have been sensibly lessened by 
the shock, bas gone far to stir up feeling 
against Schroeder. The statement of.the 
dentist's assistants, who emphatically deny 
the possibility of the assault, since it was 
their duty to be present whenever cbhloro- 
form Or gas was administered, also have 
weight. Yet Schroeder seems to have thor- 
oughly believed his wife’s story, whether 
true or faise. She also seems to be thor- 
oughly sincere in it. The suggestion has 
been made that it isa case of hallucination, 
the effect of the chloroform. Such cases 
are not unknown to medical men or the 
courts, 

Later evidence modifies in an important 
point the first suppositions as to the motives 
of the crime as given by the newspapers 
At the examination of Schroeder, July 29, 
the Rev. Dr. Stebbins testified that on July 
12 his daughter confessed te him and her 
husband that Lefevre had betrayed her; that 
he and hisson in-law soon afterward visited 
the dentist, and he taxed him with the 
crime; that Lefevre neither affirmed nor 
denied the charge, but was much excited 
and trembled visibly.. Dr. Stebbins em- 
phatically added that he regretted not hav- 
ing been armed at the time; if be had had a 
pistol, besaid, he would then and there have 
killed the seducer and saved his son in-law 
this trial. He further testified that since 
July 12 Shroeder had acted as though out 
of his mind. He himself had accompanied 
his son-in-law on a trip through the country 
to divert his mind from the affair, but with- 
out success, as tbe tragedy of July 26 
proved. The testimony would seem to 
indicate that the first reports as to an out- 
rage having been committed were not weil 
founded. Notwithstanding the efforts of 
Rev. Dr. Stebbins and other friends, 
Schroeder was on Tuesday committed for 
trial without bail. His counsel gave notice 
of an application to the superior court for a 
writ of habeas corpus. . 

The San Francisco Chronicle says that all 
the medical men who expre themselves 
on the subject scoffed at the idea of outrage 
by means of chloroform, as reported. Some 
of them stated in addition some interesting 
facts bearing on the present case. Dr. Self- 
redge says that it was not at all uncommon 
for lady patients under the~ infiuenee 
chicroform to have very powerful ha!llucina-

manner totally different from theirordinary 
decorum. Dr. Luce, a dentist, said that he 
once, in Titusville, Pa , administered chioro- 
form to a woman whose husband assisted 
him and was present al! through the opera- 
tion. The next day the man called at his 
office and laughingly stated that he could 
not remove the impression from his wife's 
mind that while she was under the influ- 
ence of the drug the doctor had treated her 
with the extreme of impropriety. A ve 

similar instance with which he was inti- 
mately acquainted took place while be was 
in Philadelphia. A young lady in . the 
presence of another lady and two gentle- 
men, was given chloroform while a tooth 
was being extracted. She went home, and 
soon after her brother called at the office 
and was about to summarily shoot the 
dentist on the strength of his sister's state- 
ments. It took the persistent testimony of 
the lady and» two other gentlemen, in 
addition to that of the dentist, to con- 
vince him that nothing improper 
had occurred. Dr. Pope, another 
Oakland dentist, states that three months 
since, he, aided by his wife, chloroformeda 
young lady to operate on her teeth, and 
that during and after the administration of 
the anzsthetic she had precisely the hailu- 
cinations above referred to. All this bears 
on the case, supposing that Dr. Lefevre, 
while alone with Mrs. Schroeder at her 
house, adriinistered chloform. It is fur- 
ther stated by friends of Schroeder that bis 
little girl was witness to the impropriety. 

Mrs. Schroeder has ever borne a most ex- 
emplary reputation, and that: in a circle 
and a city somewhat prone to gossip. She 
went very little into society, and appeared 
completely wrapped up in her family. 
Her acquaintance with Dr. Lefevre dates 
back, it is stated, two years, since which 
time she has been treated by him at various 
intervals. 

Lefevre was a man remarkably popular. 
He was very pleasing in manner, very gen- 
erous in purse, very g emanly in conduct, 
and has given his time and his money to the 
poor so often that his friends in all circles of 
Oakland are a multitude. In consequence, 
public sympathy runs strongly his way,save 
among Schroeder’s friends, who know and 
state in tones of firm conviction that what- 
ever were the facts of the case,Schroeder did 
what seemed to him was his duty as a man. 
WhileLefevre's public reputation is unblem- 
ished, his private reputation in a number 
of directions, whether justly or unjustly, 
is that of a fast nan. Several lady patients 
in the past have declined his services, 
wh@ther from good reason or prudery, on 
account of what seemed to them an fun- 
necessary and rather free mode of operating. 
His wife, who has been an invalid fora 
long time past, has been suffering from a 
cancer, lately removed.

Developments in the Murder of ©. W. Harrell in 
Marion, South Osarolina—A Stylishly- 
Dressed Forger—A Mysterious Dis- 
appearance of a Young Man. 


Marron, 8. C., August 13.—In my letter 
of yesterday I mentioned the killing of Mr. 
C. W. Harrell by some person unknown. 
Since then a clue has been worked up, lead- 
ing to the arrest of Ben James, a negro 
school teacher. At the coroner's inquest 
to-day a net-work of circumstantial evi- 
dence was woven around the prisoner, 
which leaves very little doubt as to his 
guilt. A colored woman, who was 
near the scene of the murder, pave a 
minute description of the man who 
struck the blows, which corresponds ex- 
actly to the prisoner. His shoes, even to 
a patch on the soles, correspond to the foot- 
prints in the field, where the murderer ran 
after committing the deed. Blood-stains 
were found on the accused's coat, and a 


| satchel, with lefters addressed to him, was 


found under a smal! bridge, in frontof Mr. 
Harreli’s store. Thus it will be seen tbat 
the evidence points almost conclusively to 
the guilt of the negro under arrest. The 
evidence at the coroner’s inquest showed 
that there were two  biows in- 
flicted, one on the top of the head, 
which was a smooth gasb, four inches 
long and one inch wide; the other on 
the right side of the face, which was also a 
smooth cut. The cut on the top of the 
head was the one that caused his death 
When medical aid arrived his wounds were 
pronounced fatal, part of the brains escap- 
ing out of the gash on the head, gnd about 
a gallon of blood lay in a pool around him, 
He was removed to his residence, where 
he in a few moments afterwards ex- 
pired. The inquest is not concluded 
yet, and may occupy another 
day. Public feeling runs high, the general 
sentiment being that swift justice should 
be dealt to the murderer, and if the coro- 
ner’s jury should render a verdict against 
him the expense of atrial will hardly be 
incurred. Mr. Harrell leaves a wife and 
seven children, the oldest of which is not 


more than fourteen years. His remains 
were followed to their final resting piace by 
a large concourse of citizens, the stores all 
being closed while the funeral cortege 
marched to the cemetery. 

Later advices state that Richard and 
Lewis James were arrested to-day at 
Marion as accomplices in the murder. 
There seems so be no doubt of the guilt of 
Ben James, a colored school teacher and 
brother of Ricbard and Lewis who was 
arrested early in the week. The motive of 
the murder is still shrouded in mystery. 


New York, August 9 —This afternoon a 
stylishly dressed man, who gave the vame of 
Milo A. Beynton, and who claimed to be a 
lawyer of Grand Haven, Mich , was arrested 
by a detective in Wall street while attem pt- 
ing to negotiate bonds which, it is alleged, 
were stolen. Two bonds were found on his 
person, one for $500, which had been issued 
in 18 0 by the city of Savannah, Ga, 
for the benefit of the Augustaand Waynes 
borough railroad. ‘The other was for $1,000 
issued by the state of South Carolina in 
1858 and for the Blue Ridge railroad. Fifty 
of the latter bonds were stolen from the 
Charleston bank while General Sherman’s 
army was marching through South Caro- 
lina in 1864 65. The prisoner, who claims to 
have got the bonds from hisclient, a widow, 
whose brother was inSherman’s army, was 
remanded until to morrow. 


New York, August 13.—Henry L. Ed- 
ward, a young man about 28 years of age, 
who took passage on the steamer City of 
Dallas, at Fernandina, on her last trip to 
this point, mysteriously disappeared during 
the night of the 6th. and is supposed to 
have jumped overboard. He came aboard 
apparently in iil health and in destitute 
circumstances. There was nothing found 
among his effects to indicate the iatention 
of suicide. 

Wiimtnotonr, N. C., August 18.—Stepben 
Ricbardson, colored, who killed his raother- 
in-law and attempted to kill his wife and 
father-in law in thiscity on the night of 
July 19th Jast, was to-day convicted of 
murder in the criminal court and sentenced 
to be hanged on the third day of next Sep-

UPLAND RICE, 
Albany News. 
Colonel Nelson Tift has on his plantation,about 
two miles from this city, on the Ball’s mill road, 
tweive acres in rice, which averages three feet 
high and promises an abundant yield. The rice 
is planted on ordinary upland pine land, and has 
stood the drouth splendidly, looking now fresh, 
green and vigorous. It isan old theory that rice 
culture requires very wet seasons, and, following ° 
this idea, the rice fields on the coast are often 
flooded. But the success of Colonel Tift’s expe- 
rimev t has demonstrated the fact that the plant 
is a hfrdy one, and will stand hot weather fin@ly. 
This is the first year Colonel Tift has tried the 
experiment,and so far everything points to itasa 
signal success. He has induced a number of his 
tenants also to make the experiment, and they 
have fine crops. There are several tarmers in this 
section who have for a number of years in suc- 
cession planted rice crops, and they have always 
been Successful with it. There is every reason 
why our planters generally should plant this 
crop. It has been clearly proven that it can be 
raised without difficulty on our uplands, and it is 
cermainly a profiiable crop. Rough rice, that is, 
rice in the chaff, will bring $1.25 to $1.50 per 
bushel in Savannah, which is certainly a remu 
nerative price. There are at present no rice mills 
iu this section that we know of, but a general 
production of the grain would soon bring all the 
necessary implements for its use to hand. Diver- 
sity of production is one of the best methods of 
farming, and we hope soon to see this healthy,

I also touvk the degree of M.D. in 
the old Eclectic medical college of Philadelphie, 
before Buchanan had aliything to do withit. tt 
was in 1558, st the regular commencement, the 3d 
of February. ‘ihe nclectic medical institute of 
cincinn ti, Ohio, conferred the degree«.f M.D 
on me in 1857, at their regular commencement on 
the 30th of January. The Philadelphia univeisity 
(not Buchananu’s school) conferred the degree of 
M.1). attheir regular commencement in the year 
1868, after I had attended the course. hese are 
all legal diplomas. Buchanan sent me bis Jour- 
nal, and I (as many others) wrote for it, believing 
him to be an honorable and y- shy. nee man; ani 
the university that conferred the degree of M. D 
on me, as ebove stated, is the old Penn 
school, under anew charter. The university to 
which Buchanau beloi.gs conferred an ho:.orary 
degree on me, and sent it to me, and also 
offered me a diploma of their society, and elect- 
‘ed me president of the society, andI immedi- 
ately declined its acceptance, for I now ( ith 
some other) began to suspect that Buchanan was 
acting in away that was dishonorable to the 
eclectic profession. I notouly declined to act as 
presidentof his (so-called national) medical so- 
ciety, but had it publishedin three medical 
journals. that [ was vever conuected in any way 
with said medical society, a«I belonged w the 
real National medical society to which most ec- 
leciie physicians belong. Buchanan sent me 
books,medicines and pamphlets as ordered at sev- 
eral different times, until I suspected that he was 
acting nuprofessionally. 1 then ceased to hold cor- 
respondence with him. Any man is liable to be 
deceived in men.

And though the 
university to which he belonged gratuitously

FARMING, 

Itisamatter of astonishment to hear 
people make slighting remarks of theoccu- 
pation of farming; well’tis a small mind 
that cannot appreciate farming, which is, 
in fact the fountain head from whence flows 
the boom of existence to the human family, 
and there is not a business, or calling, that. 
is not tributary toit. The most impor- 
tant characters who figured in Bible his 
tory were farmers. David kept sheep and 
Elisha, the prophet, plowed twelve yoke of 
vxen; Moses tended sheep; Lot had flocks 
and herds; Abraham was rich io cattle; 
Noah planted a vineyard in the fertile val- 
leys of the Euphrates, and Gideon, the re 
nowned champion and judge of Israel, 
quitted the threshing floor to preside in 
the public assembiy of his countrymen. 
Outside of the Bible, we know that 
Cincinnatus, the conqueror of the Volsci, 
left his plow to lead the Roman armies to 
battle; and the plantations of Washington 
were models of system and good mangage- 
ment. Farming has not only pleased the 
eye by its beauty and charmed the fancy 
by the images with which its scenes and 
occupations are encirc ed, but it ministers 
to the subsisience, the increase and the 
happiness of mankind, Heriod adorned 
farming with the elegance of fancy, and 
sung the praises of the plow. Xenophon, 
in his Economics, expatiated on the im- 
portance of agriculture, and described its 
influencein the advancement of civiliza- 
tion. Virgilennoblel farming with the 
dignity of Latin verse. MHartlib, the corres 
pondent of Milton, distinguished himself 
by his proposals of rural improvement. 

Farining is not inconsistent with the 
rank or standing of any man. It will repay 
those who pursue it with regular and abun- 
dant returns, and is to the state a source of 
permanent abundance and power. 

LIME AS A FERTILIZER. 


The quality to be applied should bein a 
great measure determined by the character 
of thesoil. If it containsa large amount of 
vegetable matter, then more lime may be 
used with advantage than when it contains 
but little. Or if the soil isa cold clay and 
the lime is desired to cut it upand improve 
its mechanical condition, as well as chemi- 
cal, then quite a large amount may often be 
applied with benefit. But on hght soils, 
that is sand and sandy loams, much Jess is 
necessary for one application. For wheat, 
apply just before suwing the wheat and 
broadcast, harrowing in with the grain. It 
is not best to mix grain with other fertiliz- 
ers, especially those containing ammonia 
A farmer should never use lime w:th the 
idea that it is in itself a fertilizer, but only 
as a dissolvent of the plant food already in 
the soil, 


COTTON, 


Cotton seems to be king again, and a large 
crop has been planted. . True the worm is at 
work in sowe localities, in others too much 
rain, and in other sections there is com. 
plaint of rust; still itis very evident that a 
large crop wiil be made. No doubt the 
yield will be. larger this year than in any 
previous one. Cotton goods have advanced 
on the market, and this advance we hope 
will give a corresponding rise in the raw 
material. 

Now farmer, a word to you; ’tis due your. 
self that you should notonly be thoroughly 
imbued with the principles and best meth- 
ods of the cultivation aud caring of the raw 
material, but you should in every way try 
to place the best article you can in market, 
Mauy of you select your best land for cot 
ton; thatis rigbt. Many are careful in the 
selection of seed; thatis proper. Many use 
the proper appliances for its culture; that 
is sensible. Now what we desire to say is 
this: See that your cotton is properly 
picked, that it is as free from dirt and trash 
as possible; look after the ginning and bal- 
ing; in short, bear in holt that good seed, 
the best cultivation, the best ginned and 
cared for cotton produces the most, brings 
the best prices and the greatest profit, 

SAVING SEED. 

How many who have gardens exercise 
care and judgement in saving seed? The 
best, earliest specimens should be left to 
become ripe and kept forseed. Select your 
finest early tomato, melon, bean and other 
seeds; save them, put them in papér bags, 
label correctly and hang upina dry, cool 
place. The earliest earsof corn from staiks 
that bear twoor three ears, the top one 
always being selected, let these stalks be left 
Standing until the last, and put by them- 
selves for seed corn. So with every other 
kind of seed. The stock will be improved 
aud money made by it. 


MAKKET GARDENING. 


The above industry is increasing in our 
state. And why not turn more attention to 
vegetable and fruitculture? One gentleman 
in West Point has sold $8,000 worth of fruit 
this season, ‘Che congenial temperature of 
our climate is favorablefor the production 
of fruit and much might be done in this 
direction. The peuple of our state do not 
use these things themselves sufficiently, for 
there are no better articles of diet than fruit 
and vegetables. 

FARM NOTES, 


—A lean cow gives poor milk and a fat 
cow gives rich milk, 

—In hunting, spere the night-hawk, 
woodpecker, creeper, blackbird, crow, 
thrasber, lark, woodcock and warblers. 

—Old pastures need potash and nitre. 
Ashes spread on in the spring will furnish 
these ingredients.

THE WOOL SUPPLY. 


This country does not grow enough wool 
to supply ber manufacturers, and her man- 
ufacturers do not make enough goods to 
clothe her people. In order to make up the 
deficiency we must import both woul and 
goods. Foreign markets are firm, and prices 
so high as to prevent any furtbeér importa- 
tion of wool. The world’s woot crop promises 
to be short, while more machinery is run- 
ning than at any time during its history. 
Wool certainly should command gvod 
prices. 
CHICKEN CHOLERA. 

Many of the diseases of chickens are 
contracted in chick2n houses. These 
houses shoula be kept clean. Every week 
the dreppings sbould be scraped up and re- 
moved, and then ground plaster or dust 
sbould be sprinkled about. Fresh water 
should be right at the door of the chicken 
house, that the fowls mav drink as they go 
out. Muchof tbe chicken cholera of the 
country, originates in chicken houses from 
which droppingsare rarely removed, end 
from the use of the fowls of dirty, tiltby 
water, 

TOMATO SEED. 

It was gratifying a few days ago to hear 
one of the mast charming and lovely ladies 
of our city boasting of her garden, and par- 
ticularly of her fine tomatoes, We were 
deficient in courtesy in not asking her 
mode of cultivation. When the plants are 
well grown they should be stimulated. 
Water them every third day. with good, 
rich liquid manure. This will produce 
quite a growth of new shoots and close foli- 
age,and enable the plants to bear well. 
Nipoff three fourthsof these shoots, leaving 
those which bear the most flower buds; tie 
the long, heavy stems up to laths stuck into 
the ground, exposing the fruit to the sun; 
mulch heavily fur three feet around the 
main stem and thin out the fruit where it 
grows too closely. 

For sced for next season, selects the ear 
liest fine tomato; cut off every other one 
from the same cluster; tie loosely around 
its stem a white string as a mark, and grow 
that particular fruit as if a pees future 
enjoymentof tomatoes depended upon it. 
When dead rip? on the vine pick it at 
ovce; wash out the seeds and dry them in 
the shade. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

—Scatter turnip seed wherever a crop will 
grow. They will makea good fail feed. 

—The summer work of most crops being 
over, attention should now be given to other 
farm matters. 

—Put in a heavy turnip crop on land 
specially prepared. A good dressing of 
superphosphate makes them start off quick- 
ly in growth. 

—There is great advantage in harrowing 
after plowiug, as it more thoroughly divides 


ply a trench dug in the ground three or four 
feet deep, six or cight feet wide and as long 
as might be needed. In this the corn fod- 
der, or newly cut clover, beet leaves, or pea 
vines, are packed, and pressed down as com- 
pactly as possible. In this way the work is 


| coutinued until the pit is filled and heaped 


up somewhat, when it is covered with a 
layer of straw and then with earth a foot or 
two in depth and beaten down very solidly. 
Pianks are then laid across the top, fitting 
in nicely. These planks are weighted down 
with sto’ e,so that when the corn fodder 
settles the planks follow it down, compress- 
ing the upper surface so firmly that the air 
caunot enter. 
KEEP THE BEST HEIFERS, 

Save the heifer calves trom the best 
milkers Select a pure bred male from an 
especial good milking strain, and select the 
heifer calves from the best milkers, and fol- 
lowing up this mode of breeding with maies 
from the same strain of blood the biood of 
the progeny becomes unified and inteusi- 
tied to a degree of prepotency almost! 
equal toathoroughbred. Great care must 
be taken to study the wants of these voung 
animals gs to feod and shelter. Good food 
and care are necessary to show the capecity 
of any strain of blood. The best blood wil 
soon deteriorate under unskilful feeding 
The heifer calves from the best milker: 
should be generously fed from the begin- 
ping witb such food as will grow the frame 
end muscles, conseqnently nitrogenous fou 
is most important; vil meal, wheat bran 
oats, bariey and clover are all good. 

DIVERSITY UF CROPS 

There is sowe doubt in the production o' 
crops how faradiversity can be carried with 
profitab'e results. Certain farms are pecu 
liarly well adapted to the production of! 
special crops and on such farms these crops 


‘can be raised at a less cost than on other: 


less advastageonsly situated Again, one 
farmer may have a special taste for a cer- 
tain branch of culture, an aptitude fo 
stock raising or fruit culture, waile for 
other branches of husbandry be may hav. 
anaversion. Successin any business de 
pends mainly en the heart and soul wit! 
which it is prosecuted. 

It is not, of course, to be expected that 
any one farmer should confine bis energie: 
solely to the production of a single farn 
crop. Yet, 2° # general rule, it is better to 
take the one &pecialty best adapted to his 
tastes and circumstances the leading aiw of 
the farm, around which other products play 
a subordinate part. For instance, the cat- 
tie feeder will require corn, to which pro 
duction his principal energies will be di- 
recied. He will aiso produce other crops 
for the use of his family, unless well satis- 
fied that he can purcbase such cheaper than 
he can raise them.

Diseases of the Throat, 
Lungs and Catarrh ireated by inhalation, 
Particalar attention-paid to all Diseases of 
long stendiug, such ss Rheumatism, Erup- 
tions, Gravel, Paralysis, Scrofula, Biliou» 
ness, Dropsy, Erysipelas, Diseases of the Kid- 
neys, Nervous Depression, Dyspepsia, Liver 
Complaints, ail diseases pecular to Women, 
ali Private Diseases, Heart Disease, Swollen 
Joints, Coughs, Gout, White Swelling, 8t 
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and pulverizes the soil. The finer the soil 
the more readily the roots of plants spread 
out and obtain their food. 

—Deep plowing for wheat, where the so] 
admits of it, is a good protection against 
winter killing. Tbe breaking up of the sub- 
soil, or hard pan, allowing the water to es- 
cape below the roots, prevents the alternate 
freezing and thawing of the rootiets of the 
plant. 

—Hogs for slaughter the coming winter 
should now begin to receive extra food and 
attention. As soon as you have them, push 
upon chufas, peas, the refuse of the orchard, 
field and garden. Use charcoal freely. It 
will fatten hogs, It also corrects acidity of 
the stomach. 

GRAPE ROT. 


Mildew first attacks the vine, generally 
after rainy and damp weather. ‘This is a 
parasite fungus, for which sulphur, applied 
by means of a bellows, thus dusted over the 
vines and fruit, has been found to be a par- 
tial remedy. Close and early summer pru- 
ning has been recommended as a prevent- 
ive, as it throws all of the strength of the 
vine into the young fruit, giving free access 
of air and causing early development. 
What is known as the.“gray rot” generally 
follows mildew. Tue spotted rot has been 
very destructive of Jate years in some lo- 
calities. The vines should be trained on a 
higher trellis, which gives a free circulation 
of air and more exposure of light among 
the vines. 

THE TERM BLOODED ANIMAL. 


It is not to be supposed that there is any 
real difference between the blood of the 
thoroughbred horse and that of the half 
bred animal. No one could. discriminate 
between the two by any known means. 
This term blood is synonymous with 
‘“bred,”’ and by purity of.blood is meant 
purity in the breeding of the individual 
animal under consideration, that is to say, 
that the horse, or other animal which is 
e.tirely bred from one source is pure from 
any mixture with others, and may be a 
pure thoroughbred horse, a pure Norman, 
a pure Short horn, ora pure Merino. But 
all these terms are comparative, since there 
is no such.animal as a perfecily pure bred 
horse, or ox, or sheep; all have been pro- 
auced from an admixture with other breeds 
and though now kept as pure as possible. 
yet they were originally compounded from 
varying elements. 

GRAIN FOR SUMMER. 

Cows will be all the better for a little 
dry concentrated food along with the bulky 
succulent grass; they will be healthier and 
stronger, and so will give more and richer 
milk. Andthe more grain used, within 
limits, the more cows can be kept, and the 
land wiil become ficher. There is no bet- 
ter way of improving gtass land vhan by 
cunsumjhg prain foods upon it. True, 
perhaps, that. nothing is equal to grass of 
good quality fur producing milk; but eveu 
of a good thing it is possible to .bave tou 
much, and ‘a change of food— 
evea a change of pasture benetits 
the milk. The grain feed should be of 
the best. Gorn meal with half oat weal 
will give- satisfactory results. The food 
taken in the pasture, should be supple- 
mented in the stables.. To bave milk, the 
cow must have food to makeitfrom. Drink 
should be given at regular intervals. Extra 
feed allows a cow to lie down in the hottest 
partcf the day, which is a desirabie thing. 
Cows shou'd have shade for the hottest 
part of the day. They should, in short, be 
well taken care of, and he who makes the 
most out of bis cowsis the one who treats 
them with the most generosity. 


SUMMER CARE OF HOGS. 


It is a mistake to suppose that hogs need 
no care or attention durin 
season. If the farmer would have good Logs 
in winter, he should provide them good 
grass, soaked grain, water and shade in the 
summer. Beside the sow’s milk, spring 
pigs should have a run to short grass, 
soaked corn and oats and the refuse of the 
kitcben. Soaked corn is more wholesome 
than dry, and should be shelled before soak- 
ing. Soak it from twelve to twenty-four 
hours. Spring pigs, fed during the sum- 
mer on soaked corn and a siop made from 
ground oats and corn, half and half, mixed 
with equal bulk of bran, and aliowed free 
run to pure water, grass, and plenty of 
shade, with access to a box of salt and 
ashes and charcoal, will well repay all care 
and feed given. 

LEAVES AND FRUIT. 

The absolute nevessity of leaves in devel- 
oping fruit is beco:ming well uuderstood by 
cultivators. Do nottuarn the rays of the 
sun on the forming bunches of grapes. Do 
not cut off the most of the shoots abaee the 
paces. —y chue mene ae ” all the

It is the foilage and not the fruit which 
wents the sunlight. 

ENSILAGE,
